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REPORT. 



Formation op the Board. 

The State Board of Insanity was created by an act of the 
Legislature of 1898, chapter 433, as follows : — 

An Act to establish a State Board of Insanity. 
Be U encuUed, tic., (is follows : 

Sbctiok 1. The governor, with the advice and consent of the 
council, shall appoint five persons, who shall constitute the state 
board of insanity. The persons so appointed shall hold their 
offices for five years : provided^ that the term of office of the five 
first appointed shall be so arranged that the term of one shall 
expire each year. All vacancies in said board, whether occurring 
by expiration of term or otherwise, shall be filled by the governor, 
with the advice and consent of the council. Two at least of the 
persons so appointed shall be experts in insanity. The members 
of the board shall receive no salaries, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, but shall be paid only their necessary expenses actually 
incurred in the performance of their duties. The members of the 
board may be removed by the governor, with the advice and con- 
sent of the council, for cause. 

Section 2. The board shall appoint an executive officer, who 
shall be a physician and an expert in insanity, and who may be a 
member of the board. He shall hold the position of executive 
officer during the pleasure of the board and shall perform such 
duties as the board may require. He shall receive from the 
treasury of the Commonwealth such compensation as the governor 
and council may determine, and his necessary expenses incurred 
in the performance of official duties. 

Section 3. The board shall have the power to appoint such 
agents and subordinate officers as it may deem requisite, and to 
%z their compensation, but the amount paid for the salaries of 
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officers and agents employed by the board shall not exceed the 
sum appropriated by the legislature for that purpose. No civU 
service examination shall be required in the case of persons so 
appointed who are now in the employ of the state upon similar 
work. The board, unless otherwise provided, may assign any of 
its powers and duties to agents appointed for the purpose, and 
may execute any of its functions by such agents or by committees 
appointed from and by said board. The board shall be provided 
with rooms at the expense of the state, and shall hold meetings 
each month, on a day fixed by itself, and at such other times as 
may be needful. It shall make its own by-laws, and shall make a 
report of its doings to the governor and council on or before the 
first day of December of each year, such report being made up to 
the thirtieth day of September, inclusive. 

Section 4. The board shall embody in its report a properly 
classified and tabulated statement of the receipts and expenses of 
the said board, and of each of the several state institutions under 
its supervision for the said year, and a corresponding classified 
and tabulated statement of their estimates for the year ensuing, 
with its opinion as to the necessity or expediency of appropriations 
in accordance with said estimates; but this provision shall not 
apply to estimates for the ordinary expenses of said institutions. 
Said report shall also present a concise review of the work of the 
several institutions under the supervision of the board, for the 
year preceding, with such suggestions and recommendations as to 
the said institutions and as to the general interests of all persons 
under its supervision throughout the Commonwealth as may be 
deemed expedient. 

Section 5. The board shall present in its report information 
embodying the experience of this country and other countries, 
regarding the best and most successful methods of caring for such 
persons as come under its supervision ; and it shall also encourage 
scientific investigation by the medical staffs of the various institu- 
tions under its supervision, and shall publish from time to time 
bulletins and reports of the scientific and clinical work done 
therein. 

Section 6. The board shall prescribe to the superintendents 
of the several institutions under its supervision the forms of 
statistical returns to be made by them in their annual reports. It 
shall also prescribe the form of certificate required of mayors of 
cities or overseers of the poor of towns when a pauper is sent 
therefrom to any one of the state institutions under its super- 
vision, which certificate shall contain such inquiry in relation to 
the age, parentage, birthplace and former residelice of, and other 
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facts relating to, the said poor person, as the board may deem 
necessary, to which the mayors and overseers of the poor shall 
render true answers, as far as they are able, before the said poor 
person is received into any one of the said institutions. The 
several cities and towns shall be furnished by the board with 
blank forms for said certificates. 

Section 7. The trustees of the several state institutions under 
the supervision of the board shall annually on the thirtieth day 
of September cause to be made and sent to the board an accurate 
inventory of the stock and supplies on hand and the amount and 
value thereof at said institutions, under the following heads : — 
Live stock on the farm, produce of the farm on hand, carriages 
and agricultural implements, machinery and mechanical fixtures, 
beds and bedding in the inmates' department, other furniture in 
the inmates' department, personal property of the state in the 
superintendent's department, ready-made clothing, dry goods, 
provisions and groceries, drugs and medicines, fuel and library. 

Section 8. The board shall keep records of commitments of 
all patients and attend to the enforcement of the laws relative 
thereto. All institutions under its supervision shall furnish all 
the information required by the board relating to commitments. 

Section 9. The board shall have general supervision over the 
state hospitals and asylums for the insane, and all other institu- 
tions and receptacles for insane or feeble-minded patients, either 
public or private, the Massachusetts hospital for epileptics, the 
Massachusetts hospital for dipsomaniacs and inebriates, the Massa- 
chusetts School for the Feeble-minded, and the Hospital Cottages 
for Children. The said board may, when directed by the governor, 
assume and exercise the powers of the boards of trustees of the 
state institutions under its supervision in any matter relating to 
the management thereof. 

Section 10. The board shall inspect all plans for new build- 
ings which are to be used by the Commonwealth as institutions 
coming under the supervision of the board, and for the extension 
or alteration, involving an expenditure of more than two thousand 
dollars, of existing buildings which are to be or are already so 
used. No such new buildings shall be erected and no such exten- 
sion or alteration shall be hereafter made unless the plan and 
specifications for the same have been first approved by the 
board. 

Section 11. The board may transfer insane pauper inmates, 
including those committed under the provisions of section fifty of 
chapter eighty-seven of the Public Statutes, section fifteen of 
chapter two hundred and thirteen of the Public Statutes, sections 
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•ixteen and nineteen of chapter two hnndred and fourteen of the 
Public Statutes, and sections ten, twelve and fourteen of chapter 
two hundred and twenty-two of the Public Statutes, from any one 
of the State hospitals or asylums for the insane to another state 
hospital or asylum for the insane, and may transfer and oommit 
inmates of the other state institutions to the state hospitals or 
.asylums for the insane ; and it may send any such insane pauper 
inmates to any state or place where they belong when the public 
interest or the necessities of the inmates require such transfer. 
The names of the inmates so removed shall be entered upon the 
register of the hospital or asylum for the insane, together with the 
usual details of their history, and shall be recorded by the several 
superintendents as discharged by the board for the purpose of 
removal from the state ; but no transfer or commitment shall be 
made by the board of inmates of other state institutions to the 
state hospitals and asylums for the insane, except in accordance 
with the provisions of law regulating the commitment of insane 
persons. 

Section 12. The board, upon the application of the director, 
manager or trustee of a private hospital or asylum, may transfer 
any inmate of such institution to another private institution, or 
to a state hospital or asylum for the insane, or any inmate of a 
state hospital or asylum for the insane to any private institution 
under its supervision, but no such transfer shall be made with- 
out the consent of the legal or natural guardian of such inmate. 

Section 13. The board shall act as commissioners of insanity, 
with power to investigate the question of the insanity and condi- 
tion of any peraon committed to any hospital or asylum for the 
insane, public or private, or restrained of his liberty by reason of 
alleged insanity at any place within the Commonwealth, and shall 
discharge any person so committed or restrained if in its opinion 
such person is not insane or can be cared for after such discharge 
without danger to others and with benefit to himself. All ques- 
tions as to the sanity of inmates of the penal, reformatory and 
other institutions of the Commonwealth who present indications 
of insanity shall be referred to the board for determination. 

Section 14. The board shall visit every institution under its 
supervision at least twice a year. It shall ascertain by actual 
examination and inquiry whether the laws with respect to the 
persons in the custody and control thereof are properly observed, 
shall give such directions as will insure correctness in the returns 
required in relation to them, and may use such means as may be 
necessary to collect all desired information in regard to their 
treatment. The board shall have the same powers relating to the 
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state poor who are inmates of the institutions under its supervision 
within the Commonwealth and to their property as are vested in 
towns and overseers of the poor in reference to paupers supported 
and relieved by towns. When it has reason to believe that any 
insane or other person is deprived of suitable treatment it may 
make application for the commitment of such person to some 
institution under its supervision, according to the provisions of 
law. The board shall carefully inspect every part of the institu- 
tion visited, shall offer an opportunity to every patient for an inter- 
view with the board or with the visiting members, shall inspect 
every certificate of commitment entered or filed since its or their 
last visitation, and shall enter in a book provided for that purpose 
minutes of the condition of the institution at that time, of the 
patients therein, of the patients under restraint and their number, 
and any criticisms or observations that the board or visiting mem- 
bers may have to make as to the occupation, amusement or classi- 
fication of the patients, as to the cleanliness and sanitary condition 
of the institution, as to the diet of the patients, and as to any 
other matters that it or they may deem worthy of observation or 
criticism. 

Section 15. All patients in any institution under its super- 
vision shall be allowed, subject to the regulations of the board, to 
write freely to the board, and letters so written shall be forwarded, 
unopened, by the superintendent or person in charge of said insti- 
tution, to the said board for such disposition as it shall deem 
right, and the said board may send any letters or other communi- 
cations to any patients in any of said institutions whenever it 
may deem proper so to do. 

Section 16. The nurses of the institutions under the super- 
vision of the board shall be employed, as far as practicable, 
instead of officers of the law, in taking and transferring patients 
to and from said institutions ; and in the case of the transfer of 
a female patient a female attendant or nurse shall accompany her. 
Section 17. The superintendent or physician in charge of any 
institution under the supervision of the board shall immediately 
notify the said board if there is any question as to the propriety 
of the commitment of any person received therein, and said board 
upon such notification shall inquire into the condition of such 
patient and into the question of the propriety of the commitment. 
Section 18. The board shall prescribe a uniform system of 
keeping accounts in the several state institutions under its super- 
vision, and the same shall be adopted and used in said institutions. 
Section 19. The board shall prescribe the forms of certificates 
required by law in the commitments of all persons to the institu- 
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tions under its supervision, and such forms when prescribed shall 
be the sole forms used in such commitments. 

Section 20. The board and the several boards of trustees of 
the different state institutions under its supervision, or their repre- 
sentatives, shall meet semi-annually for the purpose of consulta- 
tion and harmonious action. 

Section 21. The board is hereby authorized to discharge 
patients from the Massachusetts hospital for dipsomaniacs and 
inebriates, the Massachusetts hospital for epileptics, the Massa- 
chusetts School for the Feeble-minded, and the Hospital Cottages 
for Children, and to transfer inmates of said institutions to other 
state institutions, and the inmates of other state institutions under 
its supervision to the said hospitals and school ; but no inmate of 
said other state institution under its supervision shall be trans- 
ferred to said hospitals or school unless such inmate has been 
duly committed thereto, in conformity with the provisions of law 
governing the commitment of patients to said hospitals and school. 

Section 22. The board shall devise, if practicable, a system 
by which the board of trustees of the Massachusetts hospital for 
dipsomaniacs and Inebriates shall be informed specifically of the 
history of any person whom it is proposed to commit to said 
hospital, and by which, if possible, an investigation of the record 
of such patient shall be made by a probation officer, with a view 
to informing the court or magistrate prior to his deciding the 
question of commitment. 

Section 23. The word *' lunatic," wherever it occurs in the 
names of the several hospitals and in the laws relating to the 
insane, is hereby stricken out, and the term ^^ insane," or '^ insane 
person," is substituted therefor. 

Section 24. All the powers possessed by and all the duties 
incumbent upon the state board of lunacy and charity relative to 
the state hospitals and asylums for the insane and to other insti- 
tutions, asylums and receptacles for the insane or feeble-minded, 
public or private, relative to insane persons generally, and as 
commissioners in lunacy relative to the Massachusetts hospital for 
epileptics, the Massachusetts hospital for dipsomaniacs and ine- 
briates, the Massachusetts School for the Feeble-minded, and the 
Hospital Cottages for Children, are hereby taken from the said 
state board of lunacy and charity and vested in the state board of 
insanity, and said state board of insanity is hereby authorized and 
empowered to assume and exercise the same. T«he said state 
board of insanity shall also succeed to all the rights, powers and 
duties of the said state board of lunacy and charity in respect to 
all the insane poor placed in families by the latter board, and said 
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insane poor so boarded out are hereby transferred to the care, 
custody and control of the said board of insanity without further 
process of law. The state board of lunacy and charity shall here- 
after be called the state board of charity, and shall have and exer- 
cise all the powers now possessed by it, and all the duties now 
incumbent upon it, except when otherwise by law provided, includ- 
ing all questions relating to the settlement or non-settlement of 
the state poor coming under the control of the state institutions 
under its supervision, and under the supervision of the state board 
of insanity, and shall administer the laws of settlement relating to 
the support of the state's sane poor by cities and towns, and shall 
prosecute all cases of bastardy of non-settled persons. 

Section 25. The state board of insanity shall report to the 
legislature, on or before the first Wednesday in January in the 
year nineteen hundred, such method or methods as in its opinion 
will most effectually provide for the care and support of the insane 
poor who, under existing laws, are cared for by or supported at 
the expense of the cities and towns of the Commonwealth. In 
such report the board shall include a statement of what building 
or buildings are needed to accommodate such insane persons, and 
any other suggestions which they may wish to submit for the con- 
sideration of the legislature in relation thereto. Said report shall 
eo^body a plan for the remedial treatment of recoverable cases of 
insanity in a hospital set apart for such treatment, and to which 
no other cases of insanity shall be committed. It shall also report 
a plan by which convalescing insane patients, during the period 
of recovery, shall have ample opportunity of association with sane 
people and be freed from association with insane people as far as 
practicable. 

Section 26. Section nine of chapter two hundred and ninety- 
eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-six is 
hereby amended by striking out in the third line, the words 
** board of education," and inserting in place thereof the words : — 
state board of insanity.

Section 29. All the provisions of this act except as herein- 
after provided in this section shall take effect upon the first day 
of October in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, but the 
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members of tbe state board of insanity may be appointed at any 
time after the passage of this act, and said board may appoint 
agents and officers and assign their duties before the first day of 
October. lApproved May 13y 1898. 

His Excellency Governor Roger Wolcott appointed, as 
members of this Board, George F. Jelly, M.D., and Herbert 
B. Howard, M.D., of Boston, Chas. R. Codman of Barn- 
stable, Edward S. Bradford of Springfield and Francis B. 
Gardner of Brockton, for terms respectively of five, four, 
three, two and one years. 

They organized with George F. Jelly, M.D., chairman, 
and Francis B. Gardner, secretary, and assumed their official 
duties on Oct. 1, 1898, the beginning of the hospital year. 

Work of the Year. 

Necessarily, a new Board, taking up a new work, would 
consume much time in considering the general scope and 
requirements of its duties, in selecting its officers and 
agents, in becoming acquainted with the different institu- 
tions under its supervision and in maturing a general plan 
of action. Furthermore, numerous matters demanding care- 
ful attention to details have presented themselves during the 
year. 

The Board has held 42 regular meetings, in addition to 
many special ones for the investigation of particular subjects. 
There have been made by the Board or its individual mem- 
bers, by its executive officer, his deputy or other agents, 
533 visits to public and private institutions, 592 to the in- 
sane cared for in private families and 304 to city and town 
almshouses. 

The general work of the Board relates to the super- 
vision of the 29 State, municipal and private institutions 
for the insane, feeble-minded, epileptic, dipsomaniac and 
inebriate ; of the insane in care of private families ; of the 
insane and feeble-minded in city and town almshouses and 
in private families in care of overseers of the poor ; and the 
transportation of such insane poor as require to be trans- 
ferred from one institution to another or to other places 
within the State, or to be removed to other States or 
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countries where they belong. Details of the operations of 
the year in each of these departments are described later in 
this report. 

Uniform certificates have been prescribed for the commit- 
ment of the insane and of the dipsomaniac or inebriate, and 
are now in general use by the courts. These are printed 
and distributed at the expense of the Board. 

Plans and specifications for new buildings and for altera- 
tions in old ones at the different State institutions have been 
carefully examined and passed upon. Copies of such of 
these as are approved are required to be filed with the 
Board. 

The Board considers the duty imposed by sections 4 and 
10 of chapter 433 of the Acts of 1898 to include not only 
their approval of the general plan and character of the work 
proposed, but also the reasonable assurance that it can be 
completed within the estimate or the appropriation available 
therefor ; hence actual bids for doing the work, by reliable 
contractors, should be submitted when its final approval is 
sought. 

Two conferences with the trustees of the State institutions 
have been held upon matters of mutual interest, such as the 
desirability of some distinctive dress for hospital nurses, the 
need of a uniform system of accounts for the difierent insti- 
tutions, and the general consideration of estimates for special 
appropriations. 

The Board desires to encourage a spirit of mutual con- 
fidence and co-operation between itself and the trustees and 
officers of the institutions under its supervision. The value 
of its services as a Board will be measured by the degree of 
its helpfulness in furthering the interests of the insane, aud 
in stimulating each institution to its best efibrts in their be- 
half. It has seemed wise to advise with the trustees upon 
any matter requiring suggestion or criticism. 

General Policy and Recommendations. 

The general policy and recommendations of the Board 
regarding the institutions and the general interests of the 
insane are outlined in its special report to the Legislature, 
as follows : — 
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Statb House, Boston, Jan. 3, 1900. 

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives, 

The undersigned, members of the State Board of Insanity, here- 
with present their report, in accordance with chapter 433, section 
25, Acts of 1898 ; — 

The state board of insanity shall report to the legislature, on or be- 
fore the first Wednesday in January in the year nineteen hundred, such 
method or methods as in its opinion will most effectually provide for 
the caro and support of the insane poor who, under existing laws, are 
cared for by or supported at the expense of the cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth. In such report the board shall include a statement of 
what building or buildings are needed to accommodate such insane per- 
sons, and any other suggestions which they may wish to submit for the 
consideration of the legislature in relation thereto. Said report shall 
embody a plan for the remedial treatment of recoverable cases of in- 
sanity in a hospital set apart for such treatment and to which no other 
cases of insanity shall be committed. It shall also report a plan by 
which convalescing insane patients, during the period of recovery, shall 
have ample opportunity of association with sane people and be freed 
from association with insane people as far as practicable. 

This involves the consideration of a part of a subject so broad 
and many-sided that a preliminary and cursory glance at the whole 
seems imperative. 

There are under supervision of this Board four general classes 
of persons, — the insane, feeble-minded, epileptic, and inebriate 
or dipsomaniac. So far as these come under official notice, they 
are located in the State insane hospitals and asylums, Boston In- 
sane Hospital, corporate and private institntions for the insane. 
School for the Feeble-minded, Hospital for Epileptics, Hospital 
Cottages for Children, Hospital for Dipsomaniacs and Inebriates, 
city and town almshouses, and in private families in care of the 
State Board of Insanity or of overseers of the poor. Their number 
and support * on Oct. 1, 1899, are shown in the following table : — 

* Figares Id regard to city and town almshouses and private families are talcen 
from reports by overseers of poor to the State Board of Charity for the year ending 
March 31, 1899. 
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There have been already established separate institutions, 
specially planned and arranged for the care and treatment of the 
feeble-minded, the epileptic, the inebriate or dipsomaniac, and the 
insane criminal. Extension of such provision, along lines already 
drawn or easy to project in harmony with the general principles 
of their foundation, will meet all their future needs ; hence, for 
the purposes of this report, they may be dismissed from further 
consideration. 

The insane poor are supported by the State or by cities and 
towns. They are cared for in State institutions or in the Boston 
Insane Hospital, city and town almshouses and private families. 

The following table shows the support, location and numbers of 
the insane in State institutions, Boston Insane Hospital, city and 
town almshouses, and private families in care of overseers of the 
poor: —

Although the scope of this inquiry is limited technically- to the 
*' insane poor, who, under existing laws, are cared for by or sup- 
ported at the expense of the cities and towns of the Common- 
wealth," yet it is evident that an adequate system should not 
ultimately ignore any class of dependents coming under the super- 
vision of this Board,* and should comprehend in outline such 
methods and principles as will satisfactorily provide for the needs 
and development of all. 
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State Svpport and Care, 

To this end we wish to express our approval of the principle of 
State support and care of all such, — although it may not be wise 
to attempt so radical a change at a single stroke, but gradually, as 
each step is justified by experience and continued study. 

This approval is based upon the following considerations : — 

1. We are convinced that it is for the best interests of the 
insane and of the Commonwealth that all insane poor should be 
cared for and supported by the State. They have peculiar needs, 
which require special knowledge and training of those who care for 
them. 

2. The separation of the sexes in the case of irresponsible per- 
sons with defective wills, morbid desires and immoral tendencies 
is a matter of supreme importance, with reference both to their 
proper protection and to increase of degenerate dependents. We 
believe that this can be accomplished more effectually and with 
less restriction of liberty than now prevails either in the alms- 
house or the State institutions. 

3. An unequal burden is now borae by the different cities and 
towns in the maintenauce of their insane poor. This has been 
recognized by legislation beginning in 1892 and continued to 1899, 
when the following law was enacted (chapter 156, Acts of 1899) : — 

. . . Whenever it shall be made to appear to the governor and coun- 
cil that a town of this Commonwealth having a taxable valuation of less 
than five hundred thousand dollars, in the valuation of polls and estates 
established by the general court, is lawfully charged with the mainten- 
ance, at one of the state insane hospitals or asylums, or the state alms- 
house or state farm, of an insane person, or whenever such town is 
lawfully charged with the maintenance of an inmate of the Alassachii- 
setts school for the feeble-minded or of the hospital cottages for chil- 
dren, by reason of such person having a legal settlement in such town, 
the expense hereafter incurred for such maintenance may be reimbursed 
such town in whole or in part from the state treasury. 

According to the report- of the State Board of Charity for the 
year ending Sept. 30, 1899, 49 towns were thus aided during the 
year, and were reimbursed to the amount of $12,078.78. 

State support would evenly distribute and justly apportion the 
entire cost of maintenance of all the insane poor within the Com- 
monwealth. 

4. We believe that all chronic insane of the class now cared 
for in almshouses can be supported by the State at as low a rate 
as now prevails in the well managed of such institutions, and at 
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the same time enjoy all that can reasonably be desired for their 
comfort and welfare. 

5. Under a proper system of State care and support, the 
chronic insane could be employed to a greater extent in useful 
occupation, resulting in diminished cost of maintenance, because 
of improvement in their mental and physical condition and greater 
returns from the products of their labor. 

6. The application of settlement laws would be simplified and 
much less expensive, inasmuch as State support would necessitate 
only the inquiry whether the insane poor are entitled to mainten- 
ance within the Commonwealth, and would eliminate present in- 
vestigations by State officers and overseers of the poor as to the 
liability of each city or town. 

We therefore recommend such legislation as will provide that all 
insane persons who are now or who may hereafter become public 
charges shall be supported at the expense of the Commonwealth, 
and that all such insane poor shall be committed according to the 
laws for the commitment of the insane to the custody and control 
of the authorities of the Commonwealth, and shall be cared for in 
buildings which shall be owned or controlled by the Common- 
wealth. 

Other Subjects for Consideration. 

We are further required to present for your consideration : — 

1. Such method or methods as will in our judgment most 
effectually provide for ^^ the care of the insane poor, who, under 
existing laws, are cared for by or supported at the expense of 
cities and towns." 

Such insane persons, on Oct. 1, 1899, numbered 5,607, or 67.5 
per cent, of all the insane under the supervision of this Board. 

2. ^^ A plan for the remedial treatment of recoverable cases of 
insanity in a hospital set apart for such treatment, and to which 
no other cases of insanity shall be committed." 

3. ^' A plan by which convalescing insane patients, during the 
period of recovery, shall have ample opportunity of association 
with sane people, and be freed from association with insane people 
so far as practicable." 

4. ^^ A statement of what building or buildings are needed to 
accommodate " the above-mentioned class of insane persons. 

A General System of Care. 

It is evident, therefore, that it was the intention of the Legis- 
lature that this Board should mature a general system of care for 
all the insane requiring public provision. 
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Such basic principles should be adopted as will not only meet 
the present need, but will anticipate the requirements of an in- 
creasing number of the insane, in order that a harmonious system 
may be established, capable of extension to any limit and flexible 
to any demand that may be made upon it. 

The first object to be accomplished is an ample classification. 

The units of our present State system are : — 

1. The hospital^ which receives directly from the courts all 
classes of the insane, both recoverable and chronic. 

2. The asylum^ which receives only from the hospitals trans* 
fers of chronic cases. 

Thus is recoguized the principal of separation of the acute and 
curable from the chronic. This principle should be dominant in 
all future extensions. 

The average daily population of the State insane hospitals and 
the Boston Insane Hospital, during the past ten years, has been 
augmented at the average rate of 271.04 persons per annum. 
This influx into the hospitals will naturally crowd out an equal 
number ; the latter should be of the chronic class, and should be 
provided for according to a plan to be hereinafter described. The 
result of such depletion will be the gradual approach in the hos- 
pitals to a strictly hospital class, consisting of the acute and 
curable insane, and others requiring strictly hospital treatment. 

The Acute and Curable Insane. 

In developing a method of care for the curable insane, the 
question arises whether there should be more than one centre for 
the treatment of such. There are many and cogent reasons why 
existing centres of hospital treatment should be preserved and 
perfected, although further and better provision is not thereby 
excluded as the final complement of an adequate system : — 

1. The acutely insane should not be delayed in coming under 
the best medical care. 

2. They should not be compelled to suffer the exhaustion of a 
long journey to a distant hospital, nor to take unnecessary risk of 
detention in a station-house. 

3. They should not be removed too far from their friends, 
whose interest and solicitude are most acute under such circum- 
stances. 

The proper separation of the curable from the incurable insane 
would require additional facilities for classification, both during 
the period of remedial treatment and during convalescence. 

Present hospitals are compact in their arrangement, bringing 
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different classes into intimate association. Those patients re- 
qairiDg close supervision and restriction, and insensitive to their 
surroandiDgs, are now properly provided for. But the sensitive, 
quiet, mildly insane of the curable <dass should be withdrawn into 
an environment in keeping with their condition, which would in- 
spire hope and courage in aid of their recovery. 

For the present it seems best that each hospital should have 
separate provision for the treatment of the curable class. If the 
time should come for the building of a new hospital exclusively 
for curable cases, it could hardly be until thorough investigation 
had been made to ascertain the best methods of cure. It might 
be found that the methods differ materially in the several hospitals, 
and that some methods are better and more successful than others. 
The Board desires time to examine thoroughly and carefully, for 
the purpose of ascertaining, as nearly as may be, the exact truth 
in this respect, with the view of ensuring that, in a new hospital, 
the very best methods of cure known to those who are expert in 
the treatment of curable insanity shall be adopted ; and it does 
not therefore now recommend the founding of a new institution 
for acute and curable cases only. 

When a patient enters fully into the period of convalescence, he 
should leave all association with the insane, and return to home- 
like conditions and live with the mentally well. This could readily 
be ajccomplished by the erection, in connection with each, hospital, 
of a small cottage for each sex, to be apart and remote from the 
institution, yet under the same management. 

Additions to present hospitals, as herein suggested, together 
with suitable provision for nurses and infirmary patients and a 
thorough equipment for medical and scientific work, would be in 
the line of improving and perfecting them. 

If the Boston Insane Hospital should become a State institution, 
these principles should apply to its development. 

We therefore recommend provision, according to this general 
outline, for the recoverable cases of insanity. 

Tlie Chronic Insane* 

Chronic cases of insanity constitute a large proportion of all the 
insane. Many of them are quiet, able-bodied persons. There 
are also some excitable patients, who would improve and become 
efficient workers under appropriate conditions. These classes we 
believe are suitable for colonization. 

Colonies for the care and employment of epileptics have been 
in successful operation for many years in other countries, notably 
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at Bielefeld, Germany, and more recently in New York and other 
States. 

In 1896 the Massachusetts School for the Feeble-minded took 
the initial step toward the formation of one for its grown-up boys 
and girls, who, after passing through the school period, were not 
fit to be returned to their homes, but were capable of useful em- 
ployment. Such are about to be transferred to the large and 
inexpensive estate recently purchased by the school, near Baldwin- 
ville, in the town of Templeton. 

The Massachusetts Hospital for Epileptics also is working 
toward this general plan. 

Colony for the Chronic Insane, 

A colony for the chronic insane of the above classes may be 
outlined thus : — 

It should start with a farm of not less than two thousand acres, 
near good railroad facilities. The land may be rough, hilly and 
stony, but should ultimately become fertile, when brought under 
cultivation by the labor of patients. There should be plenty of 
growing timber and wood, clay beds for brick making, a quarry 
for stone cutting, water power, and other natural advantages for 
the formation of a village community. 

From this stage the work should proceed under the general 
supervision of a board of trustees and in immediate charge of a 
superintendent, who, in addition to being a good medical man, 
should have practical business qualities. He should live at the 
colony, and give his entire energies to its service. Starting with 
B good farmer, he should gradually gather a competent corps of 
assistants, namely, carpenters, masons and other mechanics, who, 
with the aid of patients, should continue the structural and in- 
dustrial development. There should prevail a spirit of self-help 
and reluctance to call in outside assistance to do anything which 
could be accomplished through internal resources. 

The construction of the buildings should be plain, simple and 
durable. The standard of workmanship should not be allowed 
to rise higher than the attainment of common mechanics and 
patients. At the start, only necessary and ordinary comforts 
should be expected. These should be supplemented later by 
every pleasure and improvement which a surplus of labor and the 
increasing skill of patients might be able to provide. 

Such a tract of land would probably be an aggregation of several 
farms, with buildings already upon them. These should be utilized 
so far as possible. Gradually, here and there, in suitable loca- 
tions, groups of buildings of varying size and arrangement should 
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be erected, and suflSciently scattered to afford the necessary classi- 
fication as to sex, occapation and social and mental condition. 

A small namber of patients should be received as soon as pos- 
sible, to assist in the farming, excavating, road building and 
other work incident to construction. Thus should gradually grow 
up the first farmstead group. Others should follow, as required, 
to bring the patients near the fields which they are to till. 

In time, on the water-power site, should be established carpenter, 
machine, blacksmith and paint shops, laundry, sawmill and grist- 
mill, and near by, homes for patients. Other industrial centres 
should form, one by one, for making necessary articles for use in 
the colony. 

As soon as practicable, women should be provided for, at a con- 
siderable distance from the men. They would naturally fall into 
groups for sewing and mending, tailoring and hand laundering. 
They should make the butter, conduct the dairy,. pick the fruits 
and engage in similar occupations. 

Ultimately a stage should be reached when more would be pro- 
duced than could be used in the colony. Then the surplus of 
labor should be sufficient to undertake many improvements which 
before had waited for more urgent necessities. 

Becommendations. 

Therefore, in accordance with the foregoing, we recommend for 
immediate action : — 

1. Such legislation as will provide that all insane persons who 
are now or who may hereafter become public charges shall be sup- 
ported at the expense of the Commonwealth on and after Jan. 1 , 
1904. 

This would involve the transfer from city and town account to 
that of the State of the cost of maintenance at the same rate of 
some 5,607 persons. 

2. That all such insane poor shall be committed according to 
the laws for the commitment of the insane to the custody and con- 
trol of the authorities of the Commonwealth as soon after Jan. 1, 
1904, and in such manner, as may be deemed advisable by the 
State Board of Insanity. 

3. That all such insane poor shall be cared for in buildings 
which shall be owned or controlled by the Commonwealth. 

This would require additional provision : — 

(1) For about 500 patients who are inmates of the Boston In- 
sane Hospital. 

(2) For about 900 insane persons who are now cared for in city 
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and town almshouses and private families in care of overseers of 
the poor. 

4. Such legislation as may be necessary to acquire for the 
State the land, buildings and equipment in use by the Boston 
Insane Hospital. 

5. That a colony for the chronic insane should be established, 
according to the general plan outlined in this report. 

6. That the Legislature appropriate a sum not exceeding 
$25,000, to be expended under the direction of the State Board of 
Insanity, for the purchase of not less than 2,000 acres of land for 
such a colony. 

7. That the Legislature appropriate a sum not exceeding 
$50,000, to be expended under the direction of a board of trustees, 
for the proper organization of such a colony, and toward the con- 
struction of buildings and the procuring of other equipment neces- 
sary for that purpose. 

The propositions submitted to us have been considered in rela« 
tion to a general plan of progressive development, which in our 
judgment better solves the problem than the erection of new hos- 
pitals for the specific purposes suggested. 

The system recommended is comprehensive, and would take 
some time and the gradual expenditure of money to complete ; 
and, if perfected, will result in a thorough separation of acute 
from chronic cases, and we believe in the best care of both. 
This report is respectfully submitted.

Hospitals for the Insane. 

The hospital, in distinction from the asylum, receives 
direct commilments from the courts, and has for its primary 
object the treatment of recent and curable cases of insanity. 

There are five State hospitals, located at Worcester, Taun- 
ton, Northampton, Danvers and Westborough. 
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Tlie Worcester Insane Hospital. 

Numbers, 
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Classification of discharges: Recoveries of insane, 105; deaths, 95; discharged by trans* 
fer, 42; other temovals, 212; total, 464. 

Of the 390 first admissions within the year, 93 were dis- 
charged as recovered. 

The daily average of patients was 913.5. The largest 
number present at any one time was 968 ; the smallest, 857. 
In addition to the 107 discharged as recovered (including 2 
habitual drunkards), 78 were much improved, 78 improved 
and 83 not improved ; 13 were discharged as not insane. 
Of the recoveries, 38 of them had been insane less than one 
month before admission, 17 less than three months and 13 
less than one year. 

Among the deaths, 23 had general paralysis, 28 senile 
dementia and 11 phthisis. 

Among the probable causes of insanity in persons ad- 
mitted during the year, intemperance is assigned in 129 
cases, heredity in 47, senility in 38 and epilepsy in 10. 

Of the patients removed during the year, 3 were trans- 
ferred to Westborough, 33 to Worcester Asylum, one to 
Medfield, 2 to the Asylum Wards of the State Almshouse 
and 3 to the Hospital for Epileptics. Twelve men and 16 
women were removed by overseers of the poor ; 20 men and 
23 women were discharged to the care of the Board of In- 
sanity, to be removed from the State. 

There have been committed during the year to this hos- 
pital 8 male inebriates, who, in the opinion of the superin- 
tendent, might have been more properly sent to the Hospital 
for Dipsomaniacs and Inebriates. This is made possible by 
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the continuance in force of chapter 339 of the Acts of 1885, 
relating to the commitment of persons who are inebriates or 
dipsomaniacs to the insane hospitals, and by the fact that the 
commitment of such to the Hospital for Dipsomaniacs and 
Inebriates is not mandatory. The superintendent believes 
that the intention of the prominent promoters of the legis- 
lation leading to the establishment of the Hospital for Dip- 
somaniacs and Inebriates is thus defeated. 

The infirmary wards, which were under construction at 
the end of last year, were completed and occupied early in 
the fall. They are attractive, and contribute greatly to the 
better care of the feeble class. 

The occupancy of the new kitchen was delayed until late 
in the spring, but is proving very sati&ifactory in its arrange- 
ments. 

Here, as elsewhere, the need is felt of better provision for 
tiurses. 

The director of the laboratory gives an instructive report 
of the medical work during the past three years, during 
which it has been organized as at present. It is encourag- 
ing to note that so much has been accomplished in so short 
a time, and that scientific research is not being separated 
from the more practical work of the hospital. It is evident 
that it helps greatly to a better understanding of the condi- 
tion of the patients, and points the way to a larger fulfilment 
of these in their daily care. 



The Taunton Insane Ho^ital. 
Numbers, 
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Classiflcation of discharges : Recoveries of Insane, 84; deaths, 136; discharged by trans* 
fer, 28; other removals, 100; total, 348, 
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Of the 340 first admissions within the year, 73 were dis- 
charged recovered. 

The daily average of patients was 833.67. The largest 
number present at any one time was 870 ; the smallest, 801. 
In addition to the 84 discharged as recovered, 25 were much 
improved and 34 improved. Of the recoveries, 24 had 
acute melancholia and 9 had acute mania ; 32 of them had 
been insane less than one month before admission, 4 less 
than three months and 6 less than a year. 

Among the deaths, 18 had general paralysis, 14 had senile 
dementia and 15 had phthisis. 

Among the probable causes of insanity in persons admitted 
during the year, intemperance is assigned in 67 cases, hered- 
ity in 50, senility in 20, and epilepsy in 14. 

Of the patients removed during the year, 12 were trans- 
ferred to Medfield Asylum, 9 to the State Almshouse at 
Tewksbury, 2 to the Hospital for Epileptics, 1 to Worcester 
Hospital, 2 to the Hospital Cottages for Children, 1 to Dan- 
vers Hospital, 1 to the Massachusetts School for the Feeble- 
minded and 30 to the State Board of Insanity, to be removed 
from the State. 

Systematic work has been done in the pathological depart- 
ment, 43 autopsies and many microscopic examinations of 
morbid tissues having been made. The first aim in all 
matters of investigation has been to take up such as would 
aid in diagnosis and treatment. 

The training school has been put in charge of an experi- 
enced superintendent of nurses, and continues to render 
good service. A nurses* home is desired at an early date. 

Malaria has appeared at the hospital, as well as through- 
out the city of Taunton. It is thus far of a mild type, and 
quickly amenable to treatment. 

The purchase of the Brigg's farm fills a long-felt need of 
more land. It is located about two miles from the institu- 
tion, and has a serviceable farm-house and one hundred acres 
of good tillage land. A few patients are already living 
there. It is proposed to carry this on by patients' labor, 
and to extend provision for patients on the colony plan. 

Very commendable progress has been made during the 
year in employing patients in the manufacture of useful 
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articles. Nearly all the men's and women's clothing, and 
all their boots, shoes and slippers are now made by them. 
Brush making has been extended. Sewing and knitting are 
not only done in the sewing room, but are also supervised 
upon the wards by a special attendant. Some 400 men and 
women patients have been occupied in these ways through- 
out the year. 

An increasing number of persons have been allowed parole 
of the grounds ; 119 persons have enjoyed this privilege the 
past year. 

The Northampton Insane Ho^itaL 
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Classification of discharges: Recoveries of insane, 56; deaths, 52; discharged by trans, 
fer, 1 ; other removals, 84. 

Of the 176 first admissions within the year, 46 were dis 
charged recovered. 

The daily average of patients was 563.32. In addition to 
the 56 discharged as recovered, 21 were much improved and 
21 improved. Of the recoveries, 11 had acute melancholia 
and 14 acute mania ; 25 of them had been insane less than 
one month before admission, 11 less than three months and 
13 less than one year. 

Among the deaths, 6 had general paralysis, 5 had senile 
dementia and 6 had phthisis. 

Among the probable causes of insanity in persons admitted 
during the year, intemperance is assigned in 40 cases, hered* 
ity in 11, senility in 25 and epilepsy in 2. 

There was but one transfer from this hospital during the 
year, a man, to the Hospital for Epileptics. 

The percentage of admissions to this hospital of senile 
cases has more than doubled during the past ten years. 
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Owing to the gradual increase in the number of patients 
without materially increased accommodation, about one hun- 
dred temporary beds have to be made up each night in 
the corridors, necessitating much increased work for nurses 
and causing great wear and tear on the wards. Such over- 
crowding exists to a greater or less degree in most of the 
other hospitals, and will soon demand serious consideration. 

The additions and alterations in the centre building are 
nearing completion, and are most satisfactory in appearance 
and convenience. 

In this, as in former reports, the trustees call attention to 
the lack of suitable provision for the acute and convalescent 
cases and for the sick and infirm patients. 

The pavilion, generously provided by Miss Martha East- 
man of Amherst, is a very attractive and useful addition to 
the hospital grounds, and is the resort of many patients and 
employees for recreation and entertainment. 

The physicians have been active during the year in their 
regular staff meetings for the study of their patients and the 
discussion of various subjects relating to them. They have 
given lectures to the members of the training school for 
nurses, as a supplement to the clinical instruction by the 
superintendent of nurses. 

Hydro therapeutic treatment has been applied to a con- 
siderable number of cases, with excellent results. Every 
case showed improvement in nutrition, sleep and behavior. 

Much attention has been paid to the employment of pa- 
tients, both in and outside the wards. 

The large and excellent farm is a great assistance in this 
direction, and adds materially to the resources of the hos- 
pital. 

A graduate of the Boston Normal School of Gymnastics 
has been employed to give instruction in gymnastics and 
massage. Individual attention has been given to certain 
patients in whom improvement was to be expected. One of 
her duties has been the ** direction of athletics and games of 
all sorts, indoors and out." 

About the middle of September a serious epidemic of 
typhoid fever broke out in the hospital ; some fifty cases 
developed in a few weeks. No new cases have recently 
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appeared. . The State Board of Health was requested to 
make, and is making, an investigation of the cause, but has 
not yet arrived at a definite conclusion. It seems probable 
that no conditions existing within the wards are responsible 
for the outbreak. 



The Danvei's Insane Hospital. 

Numbers, 
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Classification of discharges : Recoveries of insane, 62; deaths. Ill; discharged by trans- 
fer, 11 ; other removals, 123. 

Of the 355 first admissions within the year, 35 were dis- 
charged recovered. 

The daily average of patients was 925. In addition to 
the 52 discharged as recovered, 45 were much improved and 
57 improved. Of the recoveries, 30 had been insane less 
than one month before admission, 7 less than three months, 
10 less than one year. 

Among the deaths, 25 had general paralysis, 11 had senile 
dementia and 14 had phthisis. 

. Among the probable causes of insanity in persons admitted 
during the year, intemperance is assigned in 45 cases, hered- 
ity in 56 and senility in 49. 

Of the patients removed during the year, 2 were trans- 
ferred to Westborough, 2 to Medfield, 2 to the Asylum 
Wards of the State Almshouse, 2 to the McLean Hospital, 
1 each to the School for the Feeble-minded and the Hospital 
for Epileptics and 22 to the State Board of Insanity, to be 
removed from the State. 

We note with satisfaction an increasing interest at this and 
other hospitals in the classification of the different forms of 
insanity according to more definite and scientific standards. 
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The importance of a more uniform classification will be 
appreciated when we consider that one hundred and thirty 
different terms have been used in the annual reports of the 
Massachusetts hospitals and asylums for the insane, during 
the past ten years, to describe the various mental states 
coming under observation. Such diversity of opinion and 
indefiniteness of expression nullify comparative statements 
and lessen the value of our statistical tables. 

The pathologist has made a very careful study of the con- 
ditions of the arteries of the brain, and reports the results 
in an instructive paper. 

The training school for nurses has been in existence for 
ten years, during which 67 nurses have been graduated. 

Great activity has been apparent in making necessary 
repairs and in new structural changes. Sixteen thousand 
dollars have been expended during the year out of the 
current income for such purposes. 

The sewerage system has been completed, and is very 
satisfactory in operation. 

The annex to the female wing has been occupied for some 
time, and that to the male wing will soon be ready for 
patients. 

New boilers for heating and power, and a system of electric 
lighting, are being installed. 

The Westborough Insane Hospital. 
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GlasBiflcatlon of disobarges: Reooveries, 66; deatha, 61; discharged by transfer, 12; other 
removals, 188. 

Of the 117 first admissions within the year, 32 were dis- 
charged recovered. 

The daily average of patients was 616. In addition to 
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the 66 discharged as recovered, 60 were much improved and 
82 improved. Of the recoveries, 27 had acute melancholia 
and 16 had acute mania ; 19 of them had been insane less 
than one month before admission, 17 less than three months 
and 7 less than one year. 

Among the deaths, 11 had general paralysis, 18 senile 
dementia and 3 phthisis. 

Among the probable causes of insanity in persons admitted 
during the year, intemperance is assigned in 27 cases, hered- 
ity in 12, senility in 10 and epilepsy in 13. 

Of the patients removed during the year, 1 was transferred 
to Worcester Hospital, 1 to Danvers, 6 to Medfield, 3 to the 
Asylum Wards of the State Almshouse and 1 to a private 
hospital ; 19 were discharged to the State Board of Insanity, 
to be removed out of the State. 

There have been during the year 32 voluntary admissions 
to this hospital, equalling nine per cent, of all cases received. 
This form of admission applies only to those who are not 
legally insane, but feel the need of hospital treatment and 
voluntarily place themselves under care. It is pleasant to 
see the increasing confidence and appreciation of the benefit 
of such care, and to anticipate an increasing use of this form 
of securing it without the delays and publicity of formal 
commitment. 

The training school for nurses continues to exert a helpful 
influence. 

This hospital has exercised commendable efiTort and interest 
in the employment of its patients. An average of 148 men 
and 154 women patients have been usefully employed during 
the year. 

A detached building for acute cases was opened in March, 
and has met all the expectations of the hospital authorities 
regarding its usefulness. It is thus made possible to place 
this class in more hopeful surroundings, and to encourage 
them by separation from the incurable cases. 

A new pump, connected with an electric motor, has been 
added to the equipment for supplying water, and has been in 
operation since July. 

A new fire-alarm system has been installed, extending to 
the cottages and out-buildings« 
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The new barn has been built within the appropriation of 
$10,000. All the excavating was done by the patients. 

Much painstaking laboratory work has been done by the 
pathologist, in many examinations of the blood, sputa and 
urine. Nine autopsies have been made, and considerable 
Jiistological work done upon the brains thus available. 

Asylums fob the Insane. 

The asylums usually receive only transfers from other 
institutions. However, both those at Tewksbury and Bridge- 
water receive recent cases of insanity. 

There are four State asylums, located at Worcester, Med- 
field, Tewksbury and Bridgewater. 

The Worcester Insane Asylum. 

Numbers, 
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The daily average of patients was 433.81. 

Of the 32 discharges, 2 were recovered ; there were 27 
deaths. 

Among the deaths, 7 were from phthisis. 

The transfers to this asylum during the year have included 
29 epileptics, — a very undesirable class of patients for asso- 
ciation with the insane. Ten per cent, of all admissions 
were in poor physical condition ; many were violent and 
untidy cases. The superintendent states that ** every year 
brings a greater pressure for the accommodation afforded by 
single rooms." Changes and improvements are in contem- 
plation which will help to fill this need. 

A very comfortable, homelike air is a pleasant feature of 
this institution. 
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Begular instruction in nursing is given to nurses by resi- 
dent officers, which is sometimes supplemented by a special 
course at the Worcester City Hospital. 

Questions of diet and assimilation of food are receiving 
careful attention here. This is an important matter, inas- 
much as it is not only necessary to furnish plenty of good 
and well-cooked food, but to see that it is taken by the 
patient in proper quantities and in such form that it may be 
easily digested. The teeth of the insane are often lacking 
or defective, so that proper mastication is impossible. 

An electric lighting system is being installed. 

The south wings have been brightened by the addition of 
bay windows, and improved by better heating and ventilation. 

Considerable useful work has been done by the patients, 
who have assisted in general repairs, scraping and refinishing 
floors, repairing furniture and like occupation.

The daily average number of patients was 1,031.04. 

Of the 87 patients discharged, 1 was recovered and there 
were 57 deaths. 

Among the deaths, 6 were from general paralysis and 13 
from tuberculosis. 

This asylum is gradually filling to its limit of capacity. 
Many violent, untidy and troublesome patients are trans- 
ferred here, who require much tact and good judgment in 
their care and management. 

A most useful adjunct to the asylum equipment is the new 
industrial building. This furnishes good machine, carpenter 
and paint shops on the first floor. On the second floor mat- 
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tress making, tailoring and other industries for patients will 
be carried on. The superintendent will endeavor to produce 
such articles as may be used in the institution. 

Two new generators and an engine have been added to the 
electric plant. 

Night nurses have been provided rooms in the attics of the 
C buildings, and are no longer compelled to sleep on the 
wards. Numerous other repairs and improvements have 
been made.

The daily average of patients was 460.35. 

Of the 76 discharges, 7 were recovered and there were 38 
deaths. In addition to the 7 recoveries, 10 were discharged 
improved. 

Among the deaths, 1 was from general paralysis, 6 from 
phthisis and 5 from senility. 

Among the probable causes of insanity in persons admitted 
during the year, intemperance is assigned in 13 cases, hered- 
ity in 8, senility in 18 and epilepsy in 2. 

The original capacity of these wards was 400 women and 
100 men of the chronic class. It has been customary, how- 
ever, for the State Board to commit certain new cases from 
the Almshouse Department. During the past year 54 men 
and 47 women have been so committed. 

The practice has grown up of transferring thither, from 
the State insane hospitals, pregnant women to be cared for 
during confinement. Thus no small amount of important 
hospital work is thrown upon this institution, and is being 
done in a most creditable manner. 

The insane men are unavoidably crowded into a single 
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ward, without proper classification. The trustees propose 
to ask the incoming Legislature for a new building for 100 
men, which will remedy this. 

The women are well classified, and are surrounded by 
many homelike conditions.

The daily average number of patients was 316.5. 

Of the 43 discharges, 12 were recovered and there were 
20 deaths. In addition to the 12 discharged as recovered, 
3 were much improved and 3 improved. 

Of the recoveries, 4 had acute melancholia and 1 acute 
mania ; 5 had been insane less than 3 months before admis- 
sion and 4 less than a year. 

Among the deaths, 5 had general paralysis and 4 had 
phthisis. 

Of the patients removed during the year, 1 was discharged 
by the court, 1 transferred to Dan vers Hospital, 5 returned 
to penal institutions, 1 returned to jail to await trial and 7 
discharged to the State Board of Insanity, to be removed out 
of the State. 

This asylum is a department of the State Farm. It should 
properly be called a hospital, inasmuch as it receives recent 
and curable cases of the criminal class directly from the 
courts, in the same manner as the other State hospitals for 
the insane. 

Such of its sick patients as cannot, on account of their 
mental condition, be treated in the general hospital of the 
institution, are now scattered through the different wards, 
where it is difficult to care for them. It is not now possible 
to separate the curable cases in a ward set apart for that 
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purpose. Both these needs will shortly be met by the erec- 
tion of a new building, for which an apprbpriation is avail- 
able, and whose construction is about to be commenced. 

A great amount of indoor work is done by the patients. 

A proposition is now under consideration, which, if ex- 
ecuted, will lead to the enclosure with a high wall of about 
sixteen acres of land, thus furnishing the necessary safeguards 
against escape of this dangerous class, and enabling them to 
work outside upon this farm plot. Such additions will 
greatly facilitate the excellent work of the institution. 

Other State and Partly State Institutions. 

Special institutions have been established for the treat- 
ment of the inebriate or dipsomaniac, the epileptic and the 
feeble-minded.

The daily average number of patients was 206.43. 

Of the 86 discharges, there were 17 deaths; 5 were dis- 
charged much improved, 21 improved and 37 not improved; 
29 were transferred to other institutions, namely: 22 to 
Worcester Asylum, 6 to Medfield Asylum and 1 to Boston 
Insane Hospital. 

Among the deaths, 1 was from general paralysis and 2 
were from phthisis. 

More than the full capacity for patients has been reached 
during the year, so that relief has been necessary by trans- 
fers to the asylums. 

Hyde Cottage, which is an old building remodelled, will 
furnish accommodations for 20 more epileptic men. Plans 
are being matured for the erection of hospital and infirmary 
buildings for 100 patients and a cottage for 20 epileptic 
women, also for a congregate dining room and kitchen for 
employees and such patients as are able to go out to their 
meals. 

Patients have done much grading and road building during 
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the summer, so that the grounds are gradually putting on 
an improved appearance. Demented patients have crushed, 
with hammers, a great amount of stone for macadamizing 
walks and driveways. 

Printing, shoemaking, tailoring, furniture repairing and 
like industries have been carried on in the industrial room. 

Special attention is paid to occupying stupid, demented 
patients, who are thus removed from the wards into out-door 
life, and gradually improve physically and oftentimes men- 
tally. It is found that some of these can be taught to 
do simple and rough kinds of work, and gradually become 
useful. 

All epileptic seizures are recorded, together with other 
clinical facts. This class of patients requires much medical 
attention. 

The Massachusetts School for the Feeble-minded. 

This is a corporate institution. It receives, however, 
public charges at the regular rate of $3.25 per week. The 
State appoints six of its trustees, and has appropriated 
money for buildings and land.

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The daily average was 605. 

Of the 98 admissions, 24 were of school age and grade ; 
39 were over fourteen years of age, and of this number 18 
were females ; 14 were transferred from Tewksbury Alms- 
house and 4 from the Lyman School for Boys at West- 
borough. 

Of the 53 discharges, 40 were taken home by their friends 
for various reasons, 7 were discharged by request of the 
overseers of the poor, 3 were transferred to the insane hos- 
pital, 2 aliens were sent out of the country by the govern- 
ment authorities and 1 ran away to his home and was not 
returned. 

Out of a large number of urgent applications for admis- 
sion, only 65, nearly all emergency cases, could be received, 
on account of the present overcrowding. 

A cow barn and horse stable have been built, and numer- 
ous repairs and improvements have been made within the 
past year. 

A large estate has recently been purchased, near Baldwin- 
ville in the town of Templeton, to which it is proposed to 
transfer their grown-up boys and girls who need to remain 
under care. The general plan of this undertaking is fully 
described by the superintendent in the school report of this 
year, a part of which is here copied : — 

We have nearly or quite two thousand acres, embracing four 
large hills, with the valleys and level land between the hills. 
There are at least one hundred and fifty acres of good, strong 
farming land, now sowed to grass or ready for the plough. There 
are four thrifty orchards, which last year produced over twelve 
hundred barrels of marketable apples. There are several thousand 
cords of good bard wood, besides considerable timber, scattered 
over several hundred acres of woodland. The pastures, in their 
present condition, will pasture one hundred head of stock. There 
is a brook basin which will farnish an unlimited supply of the 
purest water. Large deposits of sand and gravel, in convenient 
locations, will provide for the disposal of sewage. There is an 
abundance of stone, sand, gravel and clay for building purposes. 
There are hundreds of acres of sprout land, covered with stones, 
stumps and bushes, which the labor of our boys can transform into 
cultivated fields. The seven farm-houses on the estate are pleas- 
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antly located, and can be put in fairly good repair. At least three 
of the barns are in good condition and ready for use. 

At Waltham we now have 100 able-bodied adult male inmates, 
who have been kept bnsy with the rough work of developing our 
estate. This work is now practically completed, and we need the 
lighter work of cultivating the farm and garden, as occupation 
and as a means of industrial training for the younger boys of the 
school. I recommend that suitable provision be made for the 
transfer of these 100 able-bodied males to our Templeton estate 
in the spring of 1900. 

In making provision for these persons, certain facts should be 
borne in mind. The persons to be provided for are a selected 
class of the feeble-minded. Nearly all of them have been under 
training in this school since childhood. They do not need expen- 
sive school rooms and appliances. They are not sick people, re- 
quiring hospital provision or care. They are not violent, insane 
or criminal, requiring heavy brick or stone walls to prevent escape. 
They need only the most simple living and sleeping apartments, 
roomy, sunny, well warmed and ventilated, with the very best 
toilet and bathing facilities and suitable appliances for the cooking 
and serving of food. 

Our plan for providing for this class ~ does not contemplate the 
organization of a conventional institution, but the gradual develop- 
ment of an agricultural and industrial community, our people living 
in simple, inexpensive dwellings, similar to those in other farming 
communities. This community will eventually have an amusement 
hall, a saw mill, a grist mill, a tailor shop, a paint shop, etc., 
every sort of employment and every sort of recreation, — every- 
thing, in short, that goes to make up the life in a typical country 
village. 

In order to establish and maintain a high standard of physical, 
mental and moral care of the inmates, and to insure the successful 
working of the plan, a competent, experienced medical officer 
should be on the ground from the beginning, to closely watch and 
supervise all the workings of the community. 

The Board has inspected this estate and has investigated 
the general plan of development. In its opinion, the above 
extracts fairly represent its advantages. The undertaking 
meets with its cordial approval. 
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The Hospital Cottages for Children. 

This is a corporate institution. It receives, however, 
some public charges at the regular rate of $3.25 per week. 
The State appoints five of its trustees, and has appropriated 
money for some of its buildings.

Of those discharged, 38 were recovered, 21 much im- 
proved and 27 improved ; there were 92 deaths during the 
year. 
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Of the 344 admissions, 5 were voluntary. 

The number of new commitments to this hospital has been 
increasing of late, so that it now does a large amount of hos- 
pital work. Frequent transfers to the State asylums are 
required, to relieve overcrowding and make room for recent 
cases. 

A training school for nurses is now in full operation, hav- 
ing 15 pupils. 

Nine acres of land have been acquired this year. Many 
trees and shrubs have been set out at the men's department. 

The old wooden **A" building, formerly used for patients, 
was condemned by this Board as unfit for such purpose, on 
account of great danger from fire. Such use has been dis- 
continued. This building has been remodelled into very 
pleasant and convenient offices, reception room, dispensary, 
sewing room and additional accommodation for nurses and 
employees. 

Quarters for men nurses have been finished in the attics 
of the men's department, and men patients from three wards 
go to the central building for their meals, thus affording 
additional dormitory space. Much new furniture has been 
provided. 

General improvement is apparent in both departments. 

The McLean Hospital. 

This is a corporate, private institution, a branch of the 
Massachusetts General Hospital.

Of those discharged, 35 were recovered, 21 were much 
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improved and 24 improved ; there were 9 deaths during 
the year. 

Of the 123 admissions, 66 were voluntary ; 82 had been 
insane less than one year. 

The training school for nurses, the first to be established 
for the systematic instruction of nurses in the care of the in- 
sane, continues to do the most advanced work of this kind. 

Fine facilities for hydro-therapeutic treatment have been 
added to the unexcelled equipment of this hospital. 

Particular attention is now being paid to the clinical study 
of the insane, with the view of determining a basis of classi- 
fication of the different forms of insanity according to under- 
lying disease processes, rather than according to prominent 
symptoms. The progressive work, long characteristic of 
this hospital, would be deserving of extended comment, if 
it were not so well known and recognized.

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Estimates for Special Appropriations for the State 

Institutions. 

The Board is required to present in its annual report ** a 
properly classified and tabulated statement " of the estimates 
for special appropriations for the ensuing year by the several 
State institutions under its supervision, and to express **its 
opinion as to the necessity or expediency of appropriations 
in accordance " therewith. 

In order that this may be done promptly, it is desirable 
that the trustees of such institutions should give in their 
annual reports a concise and definite* description of such 
special needs, the reasons upon which they base their peti- 
tion to the Legislature, and such other data as will enable 
the Board to form an intelligent opinion as to the fairness of 
their estimates of the necessary expenditure. These esti- 
mates may be such as the superintendent, with the aid of 
any good mechanic, can make. 

The intention not to ask this year for special appropria- 
tions for any purpose has been expressed by the authorities 
of the Westborough and Taunton insane hospitals, of the 
Worcester and Medfield insane asylums and of the Hospital 
for Dipsomaniacs and Inebriates. 

The Board has made careful investigation of the various 
matters in this connection which have been laid before it. 
In view of the present high and increasing cost of building, 
it has seemed best to approve of provision for immediate 
needs only. The Board believes that plain and simple, but 
durable, construction should be insisted upon, and that one 
main project is sufficient for any institution to undertake in 
one year. 
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City and Town Almshouses. 

Two hundred and twelve cities and towns maintain alms- 
houses ; one hundred and forty-one do not. 

According to the reports of visitors (who are not physi- 
<5ians) of this Board, there were, at the time of their visits, 
in almshouses and in private families, in care of overseers of 
the poor, 935 insane, 480 feeble-minded, 12 sane epileptics, 
13 insane epileptics and 38 epileptic idiots ; total, 1,478. 

The average weekly per capita cost of maintenance of all 
K^Iasses of inmates of almshouses for the last five years has 
been $2,415, exclusive of interest on almshouse property, 
receipts from labor, sales of produce and board of indi- 
viduals, and of expenditure for services and expenses of 
overseers of poor. 

The following tabulation gives information as to the build- 
ings, the care of the insane and feeble-minded, classes of 
inmates and the average weekly per capita cost of mainten-
